BERLIN (B—Three young Poles 


sought asylum iriT^West Germany 
Wednesday after running a bloody 
gauntlet in which they fought 
their way out of Communist po- 
lice nets. One is a girl. 
The Poles 
reached Passau, 


Germany, early Wednesday. Two 
other Poles failed to make it 
across the border to freedom. 
The escaped Poles were identi- 


fied only as two 24-year-old men 
and 
a 
20-year-old girl. Their 
names, were withheld pending 
questioning by U.S. intelligence 
authorities. The three 
slipped 
across the Czech-German border 
early Wednesday and gave them- 
selves up to police. 
. — 
The young Poles claimed tha 
"at least 35,000" Polish partisans 
are fighting the Russian-led Pol 
ish troops. They added that many 
Russian deserters are in the un 
derground movement. This is the 
account they gave West German 
police at Passau: 
Their original band scattered 
after a raid on their hideout in 
an upper Silesian forest. Five of 
them started westward, but one 
was dropped by a hail of bullets 
at the Polish-Czech border and 
another was ground to death be- 
neath a freight train in Czecho- 
slovakia. 
The three, aided by "friends," 


picked their way carefully at 
night across Red-ruled Czecho- 
slovakia.

The State of Public Education 


"One thing only," said a Mr. C'rantit. "pre- 


vents our established system of education 
from crumbling into the dust and ashes of 
the minds that devised it, and that is the 
stubborn virtue of individual teachers "

To those teachers Albert L> nd has dedi- 


cated a lively, penetrating, often wrylv hu- 
morous account of his delving into Ihe dui-t 
and ashes, that has long needed to be written. 
'•Quackery in the Public Schools" (Little, 
Brown and Company, Boston) is probably 
destined to be one of the controversial books 
of the time. 
Jt most certainly would be, 


were those under fire armed with a com- 
mand of better English than the amorphous 
opaque variety for whose frightening preva- 
lence in this country they arc here pilloried. 
That they will answer is assured; whether 
they will successfully refute the charges 
levelled against them by this businessman, 
father and one time college teacher of his- 
tory, is another question. For this attack is 
not one to be brushed off. 


Almost literally "burned up" by today's 


curricula, teaching methods, distortions of 
emphasis, and lamentable misconception of 
the nature of education, Mr. Lynd lays about 
him so vigorously as sometimes to narrowly 
avoid waspishness. That' he isn't unaware 
of this shows in countless interpolations 
emphasizing his determination lo be fair no 
matter how it hurts. 
Parents of today's 


school children, employers of yesterday's, 
and without doubt many teachers, will ac- 
cept his earnestness and good faith; while 
the lay public will get from him many a 
phrase to point up arguments, some small 
store of amusement, an occasional shock.

The Source of Illiteracy 


For clarity's sake the author adopts the 


style "Education," "Educationist," and on 
one occasion "Educationdom" to distinguish 
the modern (also called "progressive"—an- 
other instance of the murder of a fine word) 
persons and institutions from the traditional. 
So clear is his writing that no non-modern 


- or non-progressive reader would find too 


much difficulty without this deivce; yet it 
is helpful, in a text where these terms 
sprinkle every page. 


In his introduction and 10 chapters Mr. 


Lynd doesn't confine himself to horrible 
.examples of the woeful or ridiculous ignor- 
.ance rearing its ugly head in strange places; 
nor to John Dewey, the man at the bottom 
of the New Education; nor even to the 
torch-bearers who revere 
the 
name of 


Dewey but have taken many a standing 
long jump from the foundation he laid, 
alighting in places he may never have 
Imagined. 


What alarms him is that the mounting 


•illiteracy in the United States, plus the de- 
ficiencies, even dangers, inherent in inability 
of people to communicate with each other, 
springs from an institution in whose con- 
tinuance the "Educationists,** he says, have 
a vested interest. Should its vast structure 
ever be successfully attacked, as he be- 
lieves it must be, down would come tum- 
bling the endlessly ramified courses of study 
for teaching teachers how to teach, and the 
almost 
incredible system 
which 
awards 


advanced degrees for "units," "grade points" 
or "semester hours" in the subject of Edu- 


cation. Some of these deal with intangibles, 
some are all too obvious — so many points 
for reading a book, twice as many for read- 
ing two books, credits for field work in edu- 
cation for marriage and 
family 
life, for 


travel, for mastering "Current Systems and 
Trends 
in 
Football" 
(are 
you 
listening, 


coaches'') or "Survey of Dance" or work- 
shops at other colleges, showing how they 
teach dancing. Actual content of academic 
subjects? Don't be silly! 


• The author's own education began when 
ns a member of the school board in a small 
New England city he picked up a long re- 
port by two eminent professors of Education 
who had examined the town school system 
and found it wanting. It was still teaching 
"formal" 
English and "abstract" mathe- 


matics and the like. This led him down a 
grisly path in the wilderness of neo-peda- 
gogy, where he learned that the New Educa- 
tion was living, vital, dynamic, bold, grip- 
ping, throbbing, rich 
(that 
words studs 


much of the writing about Education) and 
of course democratic, plus a dozen other 
adjectives. 
Plain education, on the other 


hand, was passive, meager, static, stale, flat, 
autocratic, Prussian, in fact dead ("on my 
oath") intolleetuali/.ed. 


The most that fie learned from these ht- 


a i lies was that Education may rescue chil- 
dren from the horrors of intellectuahzation. 
But he did turn up some astonishing s t u f f , 
which suggested to him that the schools in 
his town owe much of their excellence to 
the extent that they have escaped "leader- 
ship" by superprofessionals, 


Like all literate people, Mr. Lynd found 


in "the fearful prose Educationists 
write 


for each other" formidable evidence that the 
Educationists in power today aren't quali- 
fied to judge children's performances in the 
fundamentals. He quotes the office memo 
quoted by most reviewers and commentators 
that is probably to be a classic. It says in 
51 words — and none of them is add, or sum 
or total — "Even when I combine all I have 
billed for Smith together I still do not get 
the amount of announcements to combine 
with what I have billed.

Equipment 
Fund Seen 


Lower Cost, More 
Tax Raises Hopes 


The Highway Department sees 


a chance now to replace some of 
its worn outmoded equipment. 


Lower construction costs, as re- 


flected in contractors' bids opened 
recently, is part of the reason 
for this optimism. 


The other factor is the higher 


than expected gasoline tax re- 
ceipts. 
The department has outlined a 
J54 million, two year program at 
the start of the biennium last 
July 1. This was based on recent 
experience, both as to the cost of 
construction and anticipated rev- 
enue from gasoline tax and license 
fee collections. 


BIDS ON 20 projects totalled 


$641,966. When the two year pro- 
gram was laid out, these projects 
were expected to cost about $730,- 
000.The monthly traffic count shows 
travel on Nebraska highways has 
been three per cent heavier so 
far this year than in the same 
period of 1952. 


This increase in traffic means 
more gasoline has been sold, so 
collections set a new record. The 
number of gallons taxed has been 
running about 3 per cent higher 
this year—right in line with the 
traffic increase. 
In its first quarterly report to 


the State Highway Commission, 
the d e p a r t m e n t indicated a 
"cushion" 
of more than $1.6 


million should be built up by the 
middle of 1955 as the result of 
this combination 
of favorable 
circumstances: lower construc- 
tion costs and increased revenue. 


THIS MONEY can be used to 


match available federal funds to 
get additional miles of road apd 
much of it will be so used, a 
department spokesman indicated. 
But this anticipated "nest egg" 


also affords a chance to catch 
up on equipment needs. 
The average age of the depart- 
ment's equipment is nine years, 
with some pieces almost 20 years

WASHINGTpN I*—What hap- 
pens to the price of beef from the 
time a steer leaves a ranch until 
you buy .a choice cut at your 
neighborhood store? 


Why should it go up, for ex- 


ample, from 15V4 cents a pound to 
an average 55 cents or a top price 
of $1.09 a pound. 


The Department's Bureau of Ag- 


ricultural Economics responded 
with a detailed analysis of the cost' 
of marketing a 700-pound feeder 
steer of good grade from a ranch 
in Wyoming, using mid-October 
prices. 
* * * 


IN THIS EXAMPLE, the Wyo- 


ming rancher sold his steer in the 
Omaha livestock market for $15.50 
for 100 pounds 
(15V4 cents a 


pound). The rancher had market- 
ing costs, however, of $1.65 for 
100 pounds ($1.35 for transporta- 
tion and 30 cents for yardage, 
commission and so on at 
the 


Omaha market). So his return on 
thej'sale price was $13.85 for 100 
pounds. 


The steer was bought by a cat- 
tle feeder in western Iowa. He 
fattened the animal for 240 days 
into a choice grade steer weigh- 
ing 1,120 pounds and then sold it 
to a Chicago packer at $25.50 for 
100 pounds. 


What costs did the cattle feeder 


have? First he trucked the steer 
from Omaha to his feed lot in 
Iowa. That cost him 35 cents for 
100 pounds. To haul the steer to 


the Chicago market cost him 95 
cents for 100 pounds, and in Chi- 
cago he had yardage and other 
costs amounting to 30 cents for 
100 pounds. 
* * • 


BUT THE FEEDER'S biggest 
expense was in fattening up the 
steer for slaughter. Corn, soybean 
meal, hay and other feed cost 
him $111.45. This, on top of the 
purchase price and other ex- 
penses, meant direct costs to the 
feeder of $238.80. 


By selling the steer for $285.60 


(1,120 pounds at 
25Vz cents a 


pound), the feeder made a net 
return of $46.80.

In Rules 


Baseball OKs 
Hitter Boon 
NEW YORK IIH—Ted Williams, 
along with virtually every other 
hitter 
in 
the 
major leagues, 
warmly welcomed the restora- 
tion of the sacrifice fly rule Wed- 
nesday as a sure-fire formula for 
adding "10 to 15 points" to their 
batting averages. 


The 35-year-old Williams, who 
batted .407 in 37 games with the 
Red Sox after returning from 
Koroa last August, hailed the 
rule change as a definite boom 
to "every hitter in the game" at 
his Miami, Fla., home. 


"I'll say it would increase bat- 


ting averages 10 points, anyway," 
declared Williams, who batted 
.406 in 1941 and Is the only active 
major leaguer ever to hit .400. 


NOT A dissenting voice was 
heard from either players or 
baseball officials throughout the 
country 
when they were in- 


formed of the restoration of the 
sacrifice fly rule by baseball's 
rules committee. 


The rule, which credits a batter 


with 
a sacrifice 
rather 
than 


charging him with a time at bat 
after he hits a fly ball that 
scores a runner from third, origi- 
nally was adopted in 1907 and 
abolished in 1931. In its original 
form, a batter was not charged 
with a time at bat If he advanced 
a runner from any base. 


Re-adopted in its present form 
in 1939, the rule was tried for 
that one season and dropped un- 
til the action by the nine-man 
rules committee Tuesday.

Too 
often, a player will complain 
that he was penalized for a 
maneuver which he thought was

continued.) 
The official had other com- 


plaints, too, but he considered 
them incidental .to those listed 
above.

WHAT RULE rankles a lot of 


coaches and officials alike? 
That would be the rule that in- 


flicts a 15-yard penalty on the 
defensive team from the scrim- 
mage line, not from the spot 
where the foul was committed. 
Here's an example of the rule 
in operation: 


Team A, on offense, drives to 
the opponent's 40. From that spot 
A's quarterback throws a long 
pass into the end zone where the 
receiver is slammed to t h e 
ground before he has his hands 
on .the ball. A penalty saves a 
touchdown for the opponents, but 
gives team A only a 15 yard gain 
instead of a score.
